for slocli. It la somewhat troullesomo anij 
bulky, to be sure, but full of uutrimeut and 
greatly relished ly all kinds of stock. Fifty 
yearn ego, and ever since that time, it was 
supposed the only place for callages to 
make nuj-thiuj; like > respcclallo growth 
was iit very low, deep soils; couwijueufly 
the lowest part of llio farm was selected for 
lie callage yard. 
Tliiiwasall v;ry well, 


as this crop generally does »pell ou such 
soils; such localities receiving the wash 
from the neighboring Unifa, the soil would 
bo richer than elsewhere, and u ths cab- 
bage delighla lo work in a rich, friable soil, 
tlU was a wise selection. 


It la now generally conceded that any 


good corn land is also good soil for the cab- 
bage, provided it lo well 
manured ; re- 


claimed meadow and swamp landu are also 
eicclltnt soil for ILis crop wliou ILo water 
letel ia kept at a proper distance 'from Ihe 
surfaeo ; say from twenty lo tvenly five 
inches. 
Within a few years we havewit- 


ries^Gd as good field* with a.1 solid and com- 
pact heads, as on any soil mentioned. 


Tlit ctblagc, unliko tlie oniou, generally 


requires a strong, heavy soil, and good ani- 
mal manure,—any animal except tbo hog; if i 
Ibis bo used, especially on wet soil, itump 
foot generally follows, nnd this is death to 
the crop. H five or six cords of manure only 
aro to bo used, it is fat bettor to apply the 
whole to half an acre, not only for the lake 
of saving a largo amount of labor, but for 
the purpose of securing a letter return, ami 
leaving Iho field iu loiter condition for (lie 
next year's crop; it is tho last twelfth cord 
to the aero that gives tho hard head and Ibo 
heavy crop; lut viln half manure, we may 
eipecl loo.w, epoufjy heads, and a light ro- 
turu. 


From what wo learn about growing Ihis 


crop, it appears tint, wilh n deep Kurfuce 
toil resting upon a clayoy bottom, with a 
liberal supply of barn manure nud fertil- 
izers, uny farmer need not demur or stand 
in fear of overstocking tho market or selling 
at a lo.siug price, as almost all farmers havo 
or may havo n homo market, by feeding 
them to stock. Twenty long f a r scro i:i not 
a heavy crop. 


CoiiJTEnciAi. I-'ECTIUZEBS.—The report of

of nn experiment in feeding bens as much 
corn as thoy could eat. i'orty.fivo grown 
chickens were Uken for tho experiment, ant 
were fed from n hopper so arranged that 
corn was within their reach nil tho lime 
rare being taken that nonp of it should b< 
carried off by rats- or mice or other in 
truoers. In eighteen days the flock ate 111 
pounds of shelled corn an average of eigh 
pounds per d»y, or 173 of n*p«™d for each 
chicken.
